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A DIRECTORY OF 


INFORMATION RESOURCES IN THE UNITED STATES 


THE NATIONAL REFERRAL CENTER in the Library of Congress is a free 
referral service that directs those who have questions concerning any subject to 
organizations that can provide answers. 

The referral service uses a subject-indexed, computerized file of 12,000 
organizations identified as “information resources” by the center. A description of 
each resource includes its special fields of interest and the types of information ser- 
vice it is willing to provide. The National Referral Center file, which is maintained 
by professional analysts, is used primarily by the center's referral specialists. It also 
is accessible to readers at the Library of Congress through computer terminals 
located in various reading rooms and to many federal agencies nationwide through 
the RECON computer network operated by the Department of Energy. 

In answer to requests for assistance, the center's referral specialists provide 
names, addresses, and telephone numbers of appropriate information resources and 
give a brief description of what to expect from each.

OTHER NATIONAL REFERRAL CENTER DIRECTORIES, based on broad 
selections from its data base, have been published by the Library of Congress under 
the general title A Directory of Information Resources in the United States. The 
most recent of these were subtitled Federal Government, with a Supplement of 
Government-Sponsored Information Analysis Centers (1974), Social Sciences 
(1973), Biological Sciences (1972), and Physical Sciences, Engineering (1971).

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PREFACE 


This directory is the first to be issued in this series 
since 1974, when a volume subtitled Federal Gov- 
ernment was published (a compiete list of earlier 
titles appears on the inside front cover). The inter- 
vening years were not idle ones, however. In January 
1975 the data base from which the series is published 
became available for on-line computer searching 
through two modes of access: (1) within the Library 
and elsewhere on Capitol Hill through the Library's 
SCORPIO system, and (2) nationwide through the 
ERDA/RECON network operated at the time by the 
Energy Research and Development Administration 
from a computer in Oak Ridge, Tennessee (now 
operated as DOE/RECON by the Department of 
Energy). These new modes of access provided the 
impetus to keep the data base very much alive; not 
only did it grow in size but, more importantly, it was 
brought to a new level of overall currency. To 
ensure continuing currency and textual accuracy, 
each entry is periodically printed out by computer 
and submitted for review to the organization cov- 
ered. By and large, the entries in the present direc- 
tory were reviewed and approved in 1980 or late 
1979; those that were reviewea ir early 1979 or 
late 1978 were given a later summury verification 
by telephone. As in the center’s previou. directories, 
some significant resources could not be included 
because they did not respond to requests for descrip- 
tions of their activities. 


For the purposes of this directory, “geosciences” 
and “oceanography” have been defined quite 
broadly. Also, one should keep in mind that the 
organizations’ ranges of interests are often diffuse, 
compared to the subject scope, say, of books or 
journals. 


The entries are alphabetically arranged and, to 
permit simultaneous computer preparation of the 
“locator” and subject index, sequentially numbered. 
The locator and index are both keyed to these 
numbers rather than to pages. A few cross-refer- 
ences have also been used in the directory proper. 

The directory was produced by a computer- 
based photocomposition system. Certain peculiarities 
in format associated with electronic photocomposi- 
tion may be noted, including occasional breaks 
between headings and text, awkward hyphenations, 
and uneven spacing of lines. It is hoped that the 
improved currency made possible by automation 
will more than compensate for any inconvenience 
caused by these minor inconsistencies in format.

This locator is designed to provide direct alphabetic access to organizations known to the reader by 
name.

While the main directory is also alphabetic, it is arranged for browsing and lists organizations hier- 
archically. Thus, to find the National Oceanographic Data Center within that arrangement, one must first look

ic Administration, and within that to the Environmental Data and Information Service, 


where, in turn, the NODC can be located alphabetically.

hierarchical level, and are sorted in strict computer sequence (blanks before periods before letters).
